DAYTON, O., May 30.—Wilbur Wright, 
noted aviator and inventor, died at 3:1 
this morning of typhoid fever, follow- 
irg a sinking spell which began at mid- 
night. He had been ill for several 
weeks and a number of times had been 
reported at the point of death, but each 
previous time raliled. 

Although his condition from time to 
‘ime gave some hope to members of his 
family, the attending physicians, Drs. 
DY. B. Conklin and Levi Spitler, main- 
tained throughout the latter part of -his 
sickness that he could not recover. : 
When the patient succumbed he was

Wright was stricken with typhoid 
May 4, when on a business trip in the 
Bast. On that day he returned to Day- 
ton from Boston and consulted with Dr. 

He went to bed almost im- 
mediately, and it was several days be- 
fore his case was definitely diagnosed 
as typhoid. 

Arrangements for the funeral had not 
been completed early today. 

Wright, the son of Bishop Milton 
Wright of the United Brethren Church, 
was born in Miliville, Ind., April 16, 
1847, and attended high school in Rich- 
mond, Ind., and Dayton, O. He grad- 
uated from Earlham College, Ind., and 
fiom Oberlin College, O. 

When bicycles were popular he and 
his brother, Orville, who is four years 
younger, opened a repair shop in Day- 
ton, O., and later became interested in 
fiying machine experiments. In 1903 
he and his bremeer turned their atten- 
tion to making a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine, to be propelled by an engine.

Developments following the filing of 
a $50,000 alienation suit against Robert

Mrs. Helene Weiter of 2741 Dakota 
street, the wife whose affections are al- 
leged to have been alienated, is stand- 
ing by Robertson and has employed her 
own attorney to aid him. 

Going to Mexico City. 

Mrs. Weiter and Robertson went to the 
eifice of Attorney E. A. Feehan Thurs- 
day and had a long conference with the 
‘'awyer, at the conclusion of which Rob- 
ertson said: 

“IT have no fear of injury. I am not 
afraid of Weiter. I am going to Hot 
Springs tonight, and I expect to be in 
Mexico City, where Weiter is, in about 
iwo weeks.’’ 

Prior to this statement Robertson had 
teld reporters and others that, after a 
short stay at Hot Springs, he was go- 
ing to hig former heme in England. 

Tell Stories of Romance, 

Mrs. Weiter’s mother, Mrs. Anton 
Hartung, Thursday said that she belived 
Robertson would go to Europe. She 
told of a telegram which she said had 
been sent to Mrs. Weiter by her son, 
llenry, who is in Mexico City. In this 
telegram she said Henry warned his 
mother that Weiter had made a vow to 
kill Rebertson. 

After the conference with Attorney 
l'eehan, Robertson denied that he had 
heard of this message. Then followed 
his statement that hé was not afraid of 
Weiter. 

Robertson and Mrs. Weiter, at the 
Hartung home, told their stories of the 
events leading up to the alienation svit. 
This was after the lifting of a six-hour 
siege of the Hartung home by deputy 
sheriffs and process servers. 

A truce was declared at 3:15 p. m. 
Wednesday, when Robertson agreed to 
come from his place of hiding in the 
Hartung home and accept service in the 
$50,000 alienation suit brought against

The consumption of bituminous coal in 
St. Louis runs between 8,000,000 and 10,- 
000,000 tons a year. If 10,000,000 tons are 
consumed in 1912, the increase in the bi- 
tuminous coal bill will be $1,500,000. 

Coal operators have notified St. Louis 
dealers of the increase in prices, ef- 
fective June 1. The operators say that 
on account of the increase in wages of 
coal miners they had to advance the 
price of coal] to the dealers, who, in turn, 
pass the increase on to the consumers. 

Edward Devoy, one of the largest coal 
dealers in St. Louis, said the dealers 
would not profit a penny from the in- 
crease in prices. 

The increase ih the price of anthracite, 
according to statistics compiled by a 
New York authority, will add $18,000,000 
in the next year to the coal bill of the 
country. Of this amount $12,000,000, ac- 
cording to the same statistics, will go 
into the pockets of the operators and 
$6,000,000 into the pockets of the miners. 

The anthracite miners of Pennsylva- 
nia, after a suspension of seven weeks, 
have returned to work at an advance of 
I per cent in wages. 

The bituminous coal miners in Ill- 
nois, after a brief suspension of work, 
heve returned to the mines at an aver- 
age increase in wages of 5.26 per cent. 

The new liability laws of Illinois, for 
the greater protection and safety of 
coal miners, have tended to add _ ex- 
penses which justify the increase of 15 
cents a ton in the price of coal, accord- 
ing to the operators. 

The liability laws abolish contributory 
negligence as a defense in personal in- 
jury damage suits. As a result of the 
enactment of the law the liability in- 
eurance companies have increased their 
rate to $5.50 on each $100 paid out in 
wages by the coal operators. This 
é&mounts to a direct tax on the operators 
of 5% per cent. 

Under the new laws the companies 
nave to put in telephones, water pipes, 
concrete stables and numerous other 
safety appliances. As virtually all the 
bituminous coal used in St. Louis is 
mined in Illinois, the St. Louis consum- 
ers have to bear much of the expense 
of carrying these laws into effect. Last 
year 157 persons were killed in Illinois 
raines and 709 injured.

TAFT,” SAYSDNXO 


Roosevelt Leader Says Presi- 
dent’s Managers Deceive Him 
With False Lists of Delegates. 


NOT OPPOSED COMMITTEE 


—— | 


Colonel’s Manager Sure That 
Future of Party Will Not Be 
Destroyed by Body. 











WASHINGTON, May 8.—Senator Dix- 
on, chairman of the Roosevelt commit- 
tee, has returned from New York where 
he spent five days in conference with 
friends of Col. Roosevelt. 

“We are going to win on the first 
ballot,” said Mr. Dixon to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. ‘‘We will have the 
right of way by the force of pure, cold 
delegates. The Taft claims have fallen 
to pieces. The President lacks many 
delegates and he will never get one more 
than he has after he enters the conven- 
tion hall, June 18.“ 

“You say that you will win. How are 
you going to do it? By what route?’ 

‘“‘We have the delegates to nominate 
Roosevelt,’”’ said Mr. Dixon. ‘Taft has 
claimed everything in sight. He has not 


jadmitted that there were uninstructed 


delegates. 

“For instance, take the State of New 
York. Taft has persistently claimed all 
but seven of the New York delegates. 
We will have 30 of the 90 on the first 
ballot. Taft loses 23 there. 

Says Claims Are Unreasonable. 

“Taft claims seven of the New Mexico 
delegates and gives Roosevelt one. The 
figures should be reversed. 

“Taft claims 23 of the 2% Tennessee 
delegates; we will get more than half 
of them on the first ballot. The Ninth 
Tennessee District met in March and 
elected two delegates and passed a fake 
resolution for Taft. Recently the same 
delegates met, rescinded the action of 
th first convention and indorsed Roose- 
velt. Taft still claims those delegates. 

‘In the State of Washington we had 


cenvention. The Taft people stole the 
convention. Taft’s own Cabinet, sitting 


him the delegation from the State. Thir- 
teen of the 18 delegates from South 
Carolina claimed by Taft have person- 
ally and voluntarily written me that 
they would support Roosevelt. Taft 
claims every delegate in South Caro- 
lina, even the four that are uninstruct- 


“YT could enumerate case after case. 
Taft claims all of the 120 uninstructed 
delegates. 

‘Tn one district in Texas 19 of the 21 
counties were for Roosevelt and two for 
Taft. The two counties that were sup- 
porting Taft refused to meet with the 
other 19. A fake contest followed. 

“The managers of the Taft cam- 
paign have fooled themselves. They 
have even fooled poor old Taft by 
sending out a false list of Dele- 
gates.” 

Senator Dixon is not in favor of re- 
caling the Taft members of the Na- 
tional Committee. “I am not afraid of 
the National Committée,” said Mr. Dix- 
on. “I know that the committee is not 
going to deliberately cut the throat of 
the Republican party. I expect a square 
deal from the committee.” 

“What about Senator Root for tein- 
porary chairman?” Mr. Dixon was asked. 


Expects to Seat Hadle 
“Our candidate will be Gov. Hadley of 


Missouri,” the Roosevelt manager re- 
plied. The temporary chairman is sup- 
pesed to sound the keynote of the con: 
vention. That should be rule year after 
year. Root should not make the speech 
if he is not in sympathy with Rodsc- 
velt.”’ 

“How will you defeat Root? The Com- 
mittee on Arrangements has named 
him.”’ 

“Some man in the hall will move to 
make Hadley temporary chairman and 
the motion will prevail. We will : ave 
a clear cut majority even if all the 
delegates contested for by Taft are 
seated. The Taft list of delegates is fic- 
tion. It was made out with a pencil. 
“The Taft people did something in 
Indiana that was never heard of befo's 
in a State convention. A county with a 
contested delegation was permitted to 
vote on its own case. The Roosevelt 
people had a clear majority of nine, b-1. 
Marion County was allowed to voto on 
its own contest. We are contesting the 
four delegates-at-large in Indiana, 

‘In the primary states Taft got but 
30 of 386 delegates.”

NEW YORK, May 30.—The plan of the 
Tammany Hall organization to house its 
delegation at the Baltimore convention 
on specially chartered steamboats has 
been abandoned, but the Tammany 
braves will not be compelled to pay the 
prices demanded for accommodations in 
the Baltimore hotels. 

Instead arrangements have been made 
to obtain rooms in boarding houses in 
various parts of the city. 

Reservations have been engaged, it is 
announced, for 2200 members of the New 
York organization. The braves wil! 
travel to Baltimore in six special trains.

BANK OF ENGLAND STOCK. T 
From the Manchester Guardian. 

On Thursday last Bank of England 
stock changed hands at 241, which is 
within a little of the lowest figure 
touched in the last 50 years. This ap- 
parently induced some buyinz, and there 
has since been a recovery to 248%, with 
business at 260. At the same timé, at- 
tention has been drawn to the faét that 
when in previous years a low quotation 
has been touched it has usually been 
followed by an appreciable advance. 
The stock gives a higher yield than a 
good many other gilt-edged stocks, such 
as the bonds of the leading colonies, ¢s- 
pecially when allowance is made for the 
fact that income tax is paid by the 
bank. Thus on Canada, Cape and New 
South Wales 3%-per-cents the net yield 
is £3 68 8d per cent or less, while the av- 
erage yield on the stocks of nine im- 
portant colonies is £3 7s 2d per cent after 
deduction in all cases of income tax. 
The net yield on Bank stock at the 
price of 250 is £3 12s per cent. Last year 
the stock touched 263%, 272 in 1910, 279 in 
1908 and 285 in 1908. Previous to 1904 the 
divided was 10 per cent, but since then 
has stood at 9 per cent, while in 1906

CATCHER SWEENEY 


New York Club Only Wanted 
Bert Shotton, Derrill Pratt and 
$5000 for Big Maskman.

The Browns had a chance to land 
Catcher Ed Sweeney of the New York 
Yankees, whea that individual was a 
member of the ‘holdout’ club. but be- 
canse an exorbitant price was demanded 
far the Broadway backstop he did not 
come this way. 

Realizing that Sweeney would prove 
a valuable man for his club and that 
there might be a chance to arrange a 
deal because the catcher was dissatis- 
fied with the salary offered and refused 
to sign, Owner Hedges of the Browns 
immediately set about to dicker for the 
player. He dispatched Monte Cross, 
chief of the scouting bureau, to New 
York to personally make a bid for the 
maskman. 

Cross hung around New York for a 
full week trying to coax Sweeney away 
from Owner Farrell and Manager Wol- 
verton. Wolverton said that he was 
ready to talk trade for his big catch- 
er. Then Cross inquired what he want- 
ed in return. 


Might Toss in the Park. 

Wolverton almost staggered Cross 
when he told him he would pass over 
Sweeney to the Browns in exchange for 
Rert Shotton, Derrill Pratt and $5000 in 
cash. Wouldn’t that floor most any- 
one who has seen either of these play- 
ers perform? 

After recovering, Cross told Wolver- 
ton that Shotton and Pratt were. two 
of the players he could not get. He 
then tried to have Wolverton put a 
cash price on his receiver. Wolver- 
ton. realizing that the Browns wanted 
Sweeney at most any cost. told Cross 
that $25,000 couldn’t purchase Sweeney. 
He tipped off Cross that Sweeney would 
have to play balJl for the New York 
club or remain out of the game. 


Sweeney was reported to have held out fur 
a $6000 salary. During the winter he «n- 
gaged in the automobile business in Chicage. 
and was so successful, he said, that nae 
refused to come in at a figure less than 
$6000. Owner Hedges of the Prowns was 
willing to pay a fat price for Sweeney, who 
is one of the best backstops in the League, 
and also to s&tisfy him in a salary way. 

Hogan for Butcher? Never! 

Wolverton’s ridiculous offer to give Swee- 
ney for Shotton, Pratt and $500 is in line 
with the proposition made by Owners Som- 
ers of the Naps last week. He wanted tv 
pass over Outflelder Butcher of his club 
to the Browns in exchange for Flychaser 
Bill Hogan. Right now Young Hogan is one 
of the few stars of the Browns. He is 
playing a bang-up game in left field, and 
while not hitting very hard. is a far better 
man than Butcher.

Always a great coverer of ground, 
he is hitting much better than a year ago 
and is using his eye to good advantage. For

Lays Aside Strenuous Campaign 
to Make Address at 
Gettysburg. 


HE TALKS TO ENGINEERS 


Stands on Spot Where Lincoln 
Delivered Famous. Oration 
49 Years Ago. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa, May 30.—Stand- 
ing at the spot where Abraham Lincoln 
delivered his famous address 49 years 
ago, Col. Theodore’ Roosevelt today 
spoke of the encounter between the 
North and the South, which reached its 
crisis here, and found in the deeds of the 
past themes which he applied to the 
present day. 

The former President turned aside for 
the day from the stress of the present 
campaign to the serenity of this spot of 
memories, About him, massed on every 
side, were thousands of persons, among 
them hundreds of veterans of the Civil 
War. There was none of the fire of a 
campaign rally. 

Col. Roosevelt spoke earnestly, but 
as a preacher rather than a political 
leader. The throng which heard him 
listened in grave attention with occa- 
sional outbursts of applause. 

Col. Roosevelt came here from Oyster‘ 
Bay to fulfill a promise which he made 
several months ago to the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, who have been 
holding a convenfion at Harrisburg, and 
came here to observe Memorial day. 

He first spoke briefly at a luncheon 
attended by 2200 engineers. The lunch- 
eon was given in a tent. It was neces- 
sary to send to Kansas City for a tent 
large enough to accommodate all. To 
bring the crowds 22 special trains 
steamed into Gettysburg. Railroad 
men said that these trains brought in 
nearly 20,000 persons. 

Goes Over Battleground. 

On his arrival here, Col. Roosevelt 
went over the battlefield with Warren 
S. Stone, grand chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. 

“The veterans of the Civil War,’’ said 
Col, Roosevelt in his address at the Na- 
tional Cemetery, “not only left us a re- 
united country, united forever, and not 
only left us the priceless heritage of 
the memories of valorous self-sacrifice 
shown in the Civil War, but also by 
their careers and their whole attitude 
in the war and after the war, have 
taught us lessons which we should ap- 
ply to ourselves in civil life. During the 
war they showed that mixture of in- 
tense and lofty idealism with sound, 
practical common sense, which is as 
essential to a nation’s success in peace 
as in war. 

“So in civil. life at this moment the 
prime necessities of this nation are that 
our people shall show both a lofty ideal- 
ism in insisting on the rule of justice and 
hard-headed, practical common sense. in 
recognizing that we must secure ma- 
terlal prosperity and that so far from 
there being any necessary antagonism 
between Justice and material prosperity, 
neither ean be given its full develop- 
ment unless the development ‘of both 
goes hand in hand. 


Reward for Services. 

“Every man in the army would have 
recognized, as every man in civil life 
ought to recognize, that equality of re- 
ward where there is an utter inequality 
of service is itself 4 very gross form of 
injustice. But no soldier bore patiently 
the sight of reward coming to a general, 
not because of service but because of 
political or financial intrigue, and no 
soldier was patient with the giving of 
reward where a service had not been 
rendered. 


“In just the same way, in civil life, no 
good citizen should withhold his hearty 
praise from those who succeed in busi- 
ness or any other career as the result 
ef honest exercise of superior ability. 
Our protect must be merely against ut- 
ter inequality of reward, against re- 
ward that comes to privilege instead of 
to service, and, of course, especially 
against all reward that comes to any 
men because of conduct that amounts 
to wrongdoing in violation of the eter- 
nel laws that sunder right from wrong. 
“If we refuse to face the fact that 
there are great existing evils and that 
we must work ‘with all our heart and 
soul and mind to. solve them then we 
shall prepare disaster to ourselves in the 
future. We shall no less prepare dis- 
aster for ourselves if we fail to work 
with Lincoln’s broad kindliness of spirit 
toward all our fellow citizens ‘with 
malice toward none, with charity to all,’ 
atriving resolutely to accomplish our 
ends but frowning on all vindictiveness 
and doing everything in our power to 
prevent the rankling hatred whether 
shown fn the form of envy or of arrog- 
ance and the disregard for the rights of 
others which have so often in the past 
turned movements for the uplift and 
betterment of mankind aside from the 
goal at which they were almed, and 
have incalculably marred what would

MEXICAN ATTACKS 


by Those Brought‘in on the 
Transport Buford, 


Returns and Threatens With Dy- 
namite, but Is Driven Off— 
Family a Week in Flight. 


By Associated Press.’ 
SAN DIEGO, May 30.—Refugees who 


arrived here from Mexico on the army 
transport Buford ‘tell terrible stories of 
robbery and persecution of Americans 
by roving banda: Mrs. W. 8. Windham, 


who, accompantied by her daughter, Miss 
Gladys Windham, and her husband, who 
was confined to his roomi, too ill to be 
seen, is one of those returning to her 
home in Log Angeles who related. her 
experience. iliiam Windham was the 
manager of the Quimachias ranch, at 
Sinaloa, 25 ‘miles from Mazatlan, and 
his has his rwife and daughter with him. 

On the morning of April 15 the Zapa- 
tistas appeared openly for the first time 
before the ranch house, which was sur- 
rounded by a wall, and asked for per- 
mission to enter under a flag of truce. 

Betray Flag of Truce, 

“Mr. Windham gave them permission 
to enter the gate under their white 
flag,” said Mrs. Windham, “and then 
they rode ‘into the yard, each rider in 
the band of about twenty-five coming 
in with a revolver leveled at us, and a 
stick of} dynamite showing from his belt. 
After a) short parley they demanded our 
horses, mules, equipment and guns. vie 
had no power to refuse and they took 
them. Every work or saddle animal on 
the place which they could find they 
took, also the saddles, harness, wagons, 
guns,and may other things. 

“We thought we would see no more 
of them, but we were mistaken. Two 
days later the band returged. 

“We knew or guessed what our fate 
would be if the gates were opened and 
a Fefusal was returned to the summons 
to open. They tried to batter down the 
doers, but the attempt was unavailing 
and then came the talk of dynamite. 

One Gate Overlooked. 

“Our men mounted the roof by a 
“winding Stairs, and taking a sheltered 
place commanding the gates, showed the 
bandits without that all the guns had 
not been taken and that any attempt 
to place dynamite near the door would 
result in death. They gave that plan 
up and a little later’ an attempt was 
made to fire the doors with kerosene. 
This was. abandoned for the same rea- 
son, after which they placed guards at 
all the doors but one, which they over- 
looked and awaited the coming of day- 
light. 

“The men said it was time for us to go 
and quickly seizing a blanket apiece and 
a few trifles which we knew we should 
find indispensable, we set out through 
the unguarded gate in the darkness, 11 
or us, five men and five women and one 
child. The suffering of the week fol- 
lowing our escape from the ranch is 
something which none of us will ever 
forget.”
